member and extending upwards from the lower member and over a rear wheel of the 
motorcycle and in combination with other elements recited. 

Claims 23-25 are allowed because the prior art neither shows nor teaches a rear 
suspension system wherein the bladder is attached to an outer radial surface of the 
forward mounting plate and an outer radial surface of the rear mounting plate and in 
combination with other elements recited. 

Claims 26-32 are allowed because the prior art neither shows nor teaches a rear 
suspension system wherein the bladder having a forward bulge portion disposed 
forward of the front plate.
